Now, Joe Stalin, too, has 
passed away. . . he who was a 
favorite of hell for a generation. 
When the devil claimed Joseph 
Stalin, Mao sent a radiogram of 
sympa and of eulogy. 

But, now, from the Kremlin it- 
self comes word that Joseph 
Stalin was in fact a monster, 
eruel and inhuman, who mur- 
dered his own people out of psy- 
chotic fears, and who betrayed 
Marx and Lenin to boot. 

And from Mao Tse-tung? 

No poems. No sonnets. No 
word at all. Silence. 

“The ‘Chinese Communist news- 
papers published the text of the 
Soviet criticism of Stalin. But 
there was no official comment. 


Inscrutable 


The traditional inscrutability 
of the Chinese likely comes in 
handy. The truth very likely is 
that Mao Tse-tung, despite his 
eulogy and frequent laudatory 
comments on the late Joseph 
Stalin, never really liked him. 

Certain it is he had reason not 
to trust or entertain any affec- 
tion for the manic dictator, 
whose heirs now busily toil at 
destroying the man who was god 
for the godless. 

In the early twenties Stalin 
sent commissars to China, who 
took over and directed the Chi- 
nese Communist party. They 
souyzht to make it a workers’ revo- 
lution in the big industrial cities. 
When they failed and Chiang 
Kai-shek left them and began 
to exterminate al] Communists 
he could capture, Mao lost face 
in Moscow. He had insisted all 
along the revolution must be a 
peasant one. 

Stalin had a saying the Chinese 
“Reds’’ were ‘‘radishes’’—red 
outside and white inside. 

He never gave any support to 
Mao in all the long years of at- 
tritiin when Chiang held control 
of most of China. He said, more 
than once, that Chiang was the 
only person able to govern. At 
the Potsdam Conference, Stalin 
formally, publicly disowned the 
Chinese Communists. 

In 1945 he had Foreign Minis- 
ter Molotov sign a solemn treaty 
with Chiang’s Minister T. V. 
Soong. 

There isn’t any doubt but that 
Stalin at the time’was playing a 
realistic game. He did, in fact, 
then believe Chiang’s Kuoming- 
tang was the only political force 
capable of ruling China. 

None knew how weary were 
the Chinese people or how little 
faith they had in the Kuoming- 
tang. It was corrupt. And, 
greatest of errors, its currency 
had for a long time been worth- 
less. And a people almost in- 
stinctively come to judge what- 
ever government they have by 
the stability of its money. 


Expelled 

Not only did Mao defy Stalin 
in making his revolution, he en- 
dured a temporary expulsion by 
the Comintern for it. 

When he had succeeded, he 
instituted a collective leadership, 
which the Kremlin now an- 
nounces is the true Marxist idea 
which Stalin subverted with one- 
man dictatorship. 

All of which, in a very real 
sense, is likely to make of Mao 
Tse-tung the number one man of 
“true faith’ in the Communist 
wurld—ahead of Nikita Khrush- 
chev and the others now busy 
with the problem of wrecking 
the monolithic record of Stalin. 

The Russians must have 
thought of that . . . just as Stalin, 
before he died, must have noted 
the nationalistic fervor of the Chi- 
nese Reds. Mao Tse-tung might 
refer to Stalin as “mentor’’ and 
“Big Brother,” but he could hard-

Icelanders Call

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, March 
28 ##—Parliament tonight called 
for withdrawal of U. S. forces 
from Iceland, a strategic position 
in the North Atlantic defenses. 
U. S. Army, Navy and Air 
Force units have been stationed 
here under a treaty signed in 
1951. Iceland has no army or 
navy. 

A resolution adopted 31-18 said 
all NATO forces should be with 
drawn ‘‘in view of the altered sit- 
uation’’ since 1951 ‘‘and owing to 
the declaration that foreign forces 
should not be stationed in Iceland 
in peacetime.” The United States 
is the only NATO country with 
forces here.

Boost Hands 
Ike a Defeat

WASHINGTON, March 28 
House-Senate conferees, continu- 
ing their assaults on President 
Eisenhower's farm program, vot- 
ed today to increase price sup- 
ports on this ‘year’s cotton crop 


Bi by 1.4 cents a pound. 


The conferees also tentatively ap- 
proved a two-price support plan 
for wheat which would increase the 
cost of producing bread about one 
cent a loaf. 

The committee also voted to 
boost the minimum planting allot- 
ment for 1957 and 1958 cotton 
crops by 100,000 acres. 

The actions increased the threat 
of a presidential veto. 


WHEAT PLAN 


Under the wheat plan, farmers 

would receive full 100 per cent of 
parity for that portion of their 
crop consumed domestically for 
food. They would get lower sup- 
ports for wheat shipped abroad or 
used to feed livestock. 
, Administration hopes of defeat- 
ing the compromise bill were 
given a lift when Sen. Anderson 
(D-NM), agriculture secretary in 
the Truman administration, said 
he would oppose it. He described 
the bill as ‘‘horrible.”’ 

The conference committee, try- 
ing to iron out differences be- 
tween bills passed by the two 
chambers, deleted from their com- 
promise version an administration 


proposal to base cotton support 
prices on the average staple. 


PRICE PROPS 


As a result, price supports would 
be continued to be computed on 
the basis of %-inch staple cotton. 
Most cotton grades are better. 

The compromise measure would 
provide supports of 31.7 cents a 
pound for %-inch staple and an 
average of 33 cents a pound for 
the entire cotton crop. Agriculture 
Secretary Benson had wanted to 
support this year’s entire cotton 
crop at about 30 cents a pound. 

In another action, the conferees 
wrote into the compromise bill a 
new provision aimed at spurring 
U.S.-Japanese negotiations to curb 
importa of cotton textiles. The 
Japanese fear Congress may im- 
pose strict curbs on Japanese im- 
‘ports unless some voluntary plan 
is reached.

LOS ANGELES, March 28—An 

angry Adlai E. Stevenson swooped 
into California tonight in a hastily- 
organized move to stem Sen. 
Kefauver’s accelerating progress 
toward the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 

Launching a twoday counter- 
foray in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, the former Illinois gov- 
ernor injected personal asperity 
into the campaign for the first 
time, 

He expressed vexation at the 
Tennessean’s representations that 
he is an untrammeled candidate 
while Stevenson is a pawn of 
“party bosses.” 


SAYS PARTY HURT 


He observed that Kefauver had 
propounded the notion in Minne- 
sota, where he bested Stevenson in 
last week’s Democratic primary, 
and in California, where they will 
collide in a perhaps decisive 
primary June 5. 

The effect of such tactics, the 
1952 Democratic presidential can- 
didate said, would be to divide and 
weaken the Democratic party, 
“which I’ve tried my level best 
for four years to unite.” 

Stevenson said it made him ‘‘dis- 
gusted and just plain mad’’ when 
he was accused of being preoc- 
cupied with issues and of not 
spending enough time shaking 
hands. 


HITS KEFAUVER’S STANDS 


He accused Kefauver of taking 
different positions in different 
localities, and said he did not 
intend to compete on this basis. 

“I will not attempt to outbid any 
other candigate for the most re- 
sponsible office on earth, Democrat 
or Republican,” Stevenson de. 
clared. “‘I will not promise any- 
thing I don’t believe in or that I 
don't think is reasonable or pos- 
sible.”’

Offer to U.N. 
Welcomed as 
A Vital Step

LONDON, March 28—The So- 


viet Union has agreed in princl- 
ple to an international system of 
aerial reconnaissance as part of 
its latest disarmament proposals, 
The Soviet offer'was made yes- 
terday as part of a broad three 
year plan for world disarmament, 
It was introduced by Andrei A. 
Gromyko, chief Soviet delegate, 
at the private sessions of the 


United Nations Disarmament 
Subcommittee. 


Representatives of the United 
States, Britain, France and Can- 
ada are taking part in the talks 
with Soviet delegates. 


DETAILS SEEN 


At today’s session, sixth since 
the talks began here March 19, 
detailed features of the compre- 
hensive Soviet plan began to 
emerge more clearly. 


In the opinion of U.S. delegates, 
the most significant development 
was that the latest Soviet offer 
clearly envisaged a system of 
control and inspection to regu- 
late world disarmament, much as 
the United States has consistent- 
ly demanded as a prerequisite to 
any cutback in conventional or 
nuclear armaments. 

Soviet ideas on this control or- 
gan are not explicit. They are 
“hedged with restrictions,"’ one 
Western informant said. Never- 
theless they appear to accept 
basic tenets of President Eisen- 
hower’s proposals for an “open 
skies’’ arrangement to reduce in- 
ternational tension and lessen 
the risk of a surprise attack. 


President Eisenhower’s plan 
was proposed at the Big Four 
heads-of-government conference 
in Geneva last summer.

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Kremlin Accelerates 
Its War on Stalin 


The new Soviet leadership is continu- 
ing its campaign to turn Stalin into the 
opposite of the god they buried three 
years ago. A systematic exposure of the 
late dictator and all his works has now 
begun in the Communist Party organ, 
Pravda, which appears to be the first 
effort to take the new line to the masses 
of people. 

Changing the image of Stalin from a 
deity to a murderous, insane despot is 
having worldwide repercussions. Reasons 
for it have intrigued foreign offices 
everywhere and have thrown Communist 
groups throughout the world—most of 
them created by Stalin—into turmoil. 

Whatever the reasons, one thing is 
apparent. A new chapter is opening in 
Soviet history that is likely to require 

Many years to run its course. Whether 
it means greater stability in world affairs 
than Stalin permitted or whether it means 
an even greater surge of Soviet im- 
perialism remains to be seen. 

Inside Russia itself it points to rising 
forces that Stalin’s ruthless dictatorship 
kept in check. For one thing, the army 
obviously has gained increased power. 
The new Russian rulers would not have 
dared to attack Stalin without military 
backing. Some experts believe the army 
under Marshal Zhukov actually forced 
the move. 

The rising industrial bureaucracy also 
is expressing itself as the biggest public 
Opinion factor in Russia. The new society 
of engineers and managers, into whose 
hands the Russian revolution seems to 
have fallen, are demanding and getting a 
better deal. Distrust of the new rulers 
is forcing concessions to popular pres- 
sures, 

Under such conditions, the new oli- 
garchy must depend upon the army to 
keep it in power. That they can do so 
is evident. The relative decline in the 
prestige and power of the Communist 
Party means the totalitarian machine 
must depend upon a substitute. Other- 
wise, Russian totalitarianism will dis- 
appear. 

The attack on the “cult of the indi- 
vidual” invites the faceless masses of 
Russia to assert greater independence. 
Whether this can be contained is the next 
big question. Dictatorship by party is 
much more difficult. | 
*, Outside of Russia, the Kremlin hopes 
to sell the idea that communism is now 
respectable and that all of its excesses 
were those of one man—Stalin. There is 
great danger that it may be able to 
convince millions that the new lie is true.

Civil Rights Proposals 


Dim Democrats’ Hopes 


Once again the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration has demonstrated one of its great- 
est weaknesses—lack of liaison. 

It was announced Wednesday morning 
that the President’s civil rights legislation 
would be introduced in Congress. Two 
meetings were slated to explain the three 
major provisions of the act. One was a news 
conference; the other was for briefing 
members of the House. 

But just before time for submitting 
the legislation, it was postponed until 
after Congress’ Easter recess. This means 
it cannot be introduced until after April 
9. The word is that a rewrite job is be- 
ing done. 

The omnibus bill almost certainly will 
produce a Southern filibuster. But since 
it is an election year, it ‘eventually may 
pass. Recent events, especially in Missis- 
sippi, have produced substantial Eastern 
support for the measure and have weak- 
ened the Southern position. 

In brief it would: (1) Create a civil 
rights commission with power of sub- 
poena; (2) set up a new special division 
in the Justice Department to supervise 
all civil rights matters; (3) enact legisla- 
tion permitting any citizen to go into fed- 
eral court with a complaint against any 
person or organization which sought to 
deny the right of suffrage. 

Introduction of the legislation has been 
talked about for months. It was expected 
to be timed further to embarrass the 
Deomcratic Party and further to alienate 
the Negro vote from that party. There is 
no question but that it will be effective. 
A bitter filibuster almost certainly would 
carry over into the Democratic conven- 
tion and make a shambles of it. 

Whether the rewrite job makes the 
legislation tougher or milder, it makes 
more dark the Democratic political skies 
for 1956.

Now comes Cinerama to At- 
lanta, 15th U.S. city to view the 
cinematic wonder which has sent 
the homefolks back from the oth- 
er 14 gasping. 

This week I strolled up Peach- 
tree to the Roxy Theater, refur- 
bished and refitted for the com- 
ing run of something reputedly 
marvelous in sight and sound. I 
talked to a smiling Scot named 
Bill McAlister, *As_ installation 
engineer, his job has been to put 
in the “‘Cinerama package.”’ 

Bill explained the new deal in 
projection. Let’s say it this way: 
The normal eye covers an arc of 
about 146 degrees. What we see 
out of the corners of our eyes is 
“peripheral vision.” Such ex- 
tended sight gives a sense of 
depth, space and balance. 

A long time ago Fred Waller, 
head of Paramount Pictures’ spe- 
cial effects department, set out to 
see if he couldn’t take camera 
and projector and reproduce on 
the screen the complete range of 
human visibility. That would 
make for realism. 

He came up with a threeeyed 
camera, one eye or lens set 
straight ahead, the other two at 
a 48-<legree angle to each other. 
The lenses face a single shutter. 
They record on separate film 
strips, each lens shooting a third 
of the picture. 

In the theater the film is run 
on projectors spaced as the lenses 
in the Cinerama camera, but 
much farther apart. All three 
cameras are aimed at a giant, 
curved screen, 75 feet wide and 
26 feet high. That screen is made 
of 1,100 vertical strips of perfo- 
rated tape, louvred or angled like 
the slats of a Venetian blind stood 
on end. 

A “producer” sits at a console 
and controls the show—lights, 
curtain, sound, etc. 

Bill McAllister answered con- 
siderately one question on which 
I hesitated. ‘Since the light 
beams from the three projectors 
intersect, why don’t they get 
mixed up?”’ 

*Technically,” Bill said, ‘‘they 
do get mixed up, but the mixing 
is at such high frequency that 
the human eye can’t tell the dif- 
ference.”’

There is a moving Negro spiritual which ‘

When Rembrandt painted the 
Crucifixion, he showed part of the 
crowd. Study the faces in that 
crowd and you will find that one 
of them is Rembrandt himself. The 
great artist thought of himself as 
being there. So do we. In a deep 
sense, we are there. The c is 
not something in the dim, t 
past. We know we are part of what 
happened that day. 

As I stand before the cross, in- 
stead of trying to explain it I feel 
like I would just like to kneel be- 
fore it in reverence and humility. 
I know something happened that 
day that is different from anything 
that has ever happened before or 
since.

Face a Stern Test 


WASHINGTON—Whichever way you peer 
in Congress, there you see both parties up to 
their thigh bones in farm vote politics. Unless 


the Senate-House conference succeeds in a heroic relief performance 
the outlook is that the farmer will be getting a mess of pottazge. 

I don’t know a responsible senator who can describe what crept 
off the floor of the Senate under guise of a farm bill as anything but 
a monstrosity which could never beget farm prosperity. 


Few senators even know what's 
in it, let alone what it would ac- 
complish. That’s how bad it is. 
The farm program which was 
worked out at the White House 
was torn apart by the Senate com- 
mittee. The farm bill which was 
approved by the Senate commit- 
tee was torn apart by the Senate. 
More than 100 different amend- 
ments were offered and 41 amend- 
ments were tacked. onto the bill 
in a fast procession of hasty votes. 
In the end a measure was passed 
which was mostly umread and 
completely unrecognizable. 


Sen. George Aiken, R., Vermont, 
for example, points out that the 
wheat and cotton amendment, in- 
tended to apply to 1956 crops, was 
attached to a provision of the law 
which deals with 1954 crops or 
earlier—with the result that it is 
a nullity. 

What emerges is a hunk of con- 
flicting provisions which every 
candid Democratic senator speaks 
of with wry apology and which 
President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson de- 
scribe as ‘‘unworkable.”’

It is obvious to Washington 
correspondents that many pres- 
sures are being exerted on the 
President, some by his own staff, 
to compromise his principles.

Some say that Secretary Ben- 
son is unpopular with a good many 
farmers.

In 
this sense I. would say that to a 
considerable degree he is a custo- 
dian of the conscience of the Ei- 
senhower administration.

It will be easy to recognize the

Democratic rank and file and 
party workers. 


It at least gives the appearance 
that the country does have a 
healthy two-party system, which is 
not exactly the impression here. 

There are two entirely different 
worlds for Democrats: 


1. The world outside where Adlal 
Stevenson and Sen. Kefauver are 
discussing the issues day after day 
and are seeking means of improv- 
ing opportunities in our democracy 
and raising our goals. 

2. The world back here where 
two other Democratic Party lead- 
ers who direct the party in Con- 
gress—Speaker of the House Sam 
Rayburn and Sen.

Soviet training “is of a high 
order and compares favorably 
with the best in the United States 
and Europe,’’ it added. 

The subcommittee was espect- 
ally critical of the 80 per cent 
wastage of potential manpower in 
this country. It put the blame 
largely on defects in the nation’s 
educational system.

MONEY NO OBJECT 


“T was told that money was no

It wasn't hard to spend the 
money when you consider that 
he had to design 6,000 costumes. 
Many were hand-embroidered in 
Spain. One dress required 2,000 
pearls, and thousands of suits of 
armor were made of hand-tooled 
leather or rubber for the battle 
scenes. 


After spending months doing 
research, sketching and over- 
seeing the production of the cos- 
tumes in Spain and England, 
Mr. Ffolkes looked after the cos- 
tumes during shooting of the 
movie on location in Spain. But 
the designer's headaches had just 
begun. 


“The extras were my biggest 
problem,’’ he said. “‘There were 
many nationalities involved. This 
created a problem for the cooks 


trying to prepare food to please 
them all, too.” 


INSPECTION 


“My staff and I would have 
to inspect every member of the 
cast before every shooting, 
and often make last-minute 
changes.’’ There were 6,000 reg- 
war extras, and other Spaniards 
were recruited on a temporary 
basis for the battles, banquets, 
mass wedding- ceremonies and 
the highly populated street 
scenes. ‘‘Many times after ex- 
tras had been inspected we would 
find women dressed in white 
French jersey costumes lying un- 
der trucks to get out of the sun, 
or a soldier with food stuffed 
under his armor giving it a 
strange shape.”’ 


One day it was a horse that 
caused the great disturbance.

- Around Stove 


In the small towns and cross-roads communities of north 
Georgia the menfolks still adhere to the old custom of leaving 
the house after supper for a session with their cronies at the 
neighborhoud Loafers’ Bench. 

In the summertime the Loafers’ Bench is usually a much 
whittled, ramshackled old wooden seat under a tree or outside 
a main store where all comings and goings can be observed. 


In the wintertime the bench is either moved indoors around a 
pot-bellied stove or substituted by a few nail kegs and little chairs 
of the kind that used to have split white oak seats but more 
often these days have seats woven from strips of old inner tubes, 


It’s not often that women intrude on these sessions, but I was 
allowed to drop in on one at Young Harris the other night and I 
beg to report that disturbing changes are taking place in these 
nightly forums. 

Television has reared its head! 


There are two stores in Young Harris where the men of the 
community assemble after supper to settle the pressing probleme 
of the day. ‘One has installed television and although this might 
reasonably be expected to kill conversation it draws a bigger 
crowd. 


The high-paid New York and Hollywood entertainers are 
replacing the local raconteurs. The staccato report of the pro- 
fessional newscasters is replacing the slowly told, home-flavored 
news from the fields and woods of home. 

Although it’s still a mA&sculine stronghold and the opinion of 
a woman is not needed, I should think this would be a great loss. 
I'm basing my opinion on the visit to the store where home 
talent still prevails. ; 


E. L. Adams, known to Towns Countians as 'Fessor Adams 
from the years he taught at Young Harris College, is probably the 
dean of loafers at the session I attended. He sits tilted back 
against the wall, his snow-white hair gleaming beneath the bill 
of a red wool hunting cap, his feet stretched out toward the 
warmth of the heater. 


And gently, almost imperceptibly, he guides the conversa- 
tion around the stove. It’s good conversation, too, with all kinds 
of citizens, from the learned to the illiterate, judiciously con- 
tributing their bit. 


When ’Fessor Adams first came to Young Harris as a boy 
the college taught Latin and Greek-—subjects no longer in the cur- 
riculum there or in many modern schools. The value of the clas- 
sic languages in thé education of a young person was batted 
around the stove for a while and then subtly the conversation 
turned to plowing, to astronomy, to timber cutting back at the 
base of Brasstown Bald, to the return of the birds, the gourd 
crop of last year and finally to tall tales about snakes. 


A black snake, one member of the forum said thdught- 
fully, is as valuable to a farmer as another pair of hands. They 
have been known to kill rattlesnakes as well as mice and other 
farm pests. He recalled a time when his grandfather had come 
in from the woods with a fine, frisky black snake and put him 
down while he helped the boys set some fence posts in the field. 
One of the sons took it upon himself to kill the black snake, and 
was grandpa mad! 


‘Fessor Adams told of watching a rattlesnake at play one 
day—his graceful movements, the way he raised himself and 
surveyed the terrain, obviously unaware that he was observed. 

The stove clinked as it cooled slowly and finally the pro- 
prietor came and set the drafts and smiled as he turned out a 
light here and there. He was plainly adjourning the session, but 
the rest.of us moved out into the moonlight reluctantly.

Anyone who has watched a 
sturdy 2 year old go into a 
“‘Me do it!’’ tantrum merely be- 
cause mummy took over button- 
ing his overalls knows how 
strong this urge for independ- 
ence can be. It should be 
nourished, not dented.

Foul breath likewise stems 
from tobacco and liquor and 
onions, garlic or similar odor- 
ous foods, among which is strong 
cheese. 

Ozena is an inflammation of 
the nose which results in foul 
breath and this is a cammon 
cause of halitosis in older folks. 
Decayed teeth also are a fre- 
quent factor. 


BREATHE SWEETLY 


Dehydration (lack of fluid in- 
put) may accentuate foul breath 
so drink freely, unless you are 
on that 10-day dehydration diet 
which I prescribe. 

If your halitosis stems from 
onions, garlic, tobacco, etc., 
then avoid these when you go 
on a date. 

Garlic and onions may sstill 
show on your breath for many 
hours after eating, so better 
avoid them for at least 24 hours 
prior to your date. 

After you have corrected the 
cause of your bad breath, then 
resort to flavored chewing gum 
or candy mints as a means ‘of 
masking the unpleasant mouth 
odor.
